Gobbel Leave Pay 
Okayed By Council 
In 4-1 Decision 

At a special meeting last Friday 
night, the Greenbelt town council 
voted, four to one. to pay depart¬ 
ing town manager James T. Gob¬ 
bel for leave accrued during his 
entire town employment, including 
the period when he was also em¬ 
ployed hy the federal government. 

Of the $2300 total leave check, 
$1400 was for 56 days of leave ac¬ 
crued during the controversial 
double-duty period. The balance 
of $900 represented 36 days ac¬ 
crued since Gobbel became full¬ 
time town manager in June, 1946. 

One Votes No 

Ojtposing the majority vote was 
Councilwoman Elizabeth Harring¬ 
ton, who initiated the inquiry into 
Gobbel’s accrued leave with a re¬ 
quest for fL statement last winter. 
The statement was presented at the 
April 19 council meeting. It in¬ 
cluded a claim for 24 days annual 
leave per year for the period \vhen 
Gobbel also received 26 days an¬ 
nual leave per year from the federal 
government. Mrs. Harrington’s 
refusal to accept a former council’s 
action in retroactive approval of 
tile double leave led to postpone¬ 
ment of council decision, pending a 
legal opinion from John White, 
town solicitor, who was town so¬ 
licitor when the action was taken. 

White’s decision, presented by 
Gobbel in White’s absence at the 
July 12 council meeting, found the 
former council’s action legal. Final 
TouflHl decisioiT’wa's' p^StpolIeST un¬ 
til Friday night, so that complete 
records could be studied. 

Reads Preliminary Decision 

At the insistence of Mrs. Har¬ 
rington, Gobbel, at Friday’s meet¬ 
ing, read to council for the first 
time a preliminary decision he had 
received from White soon after it 
was requested. Missing from the 
solicitor’s final opinion was “grave 
concern” he expressed in the pre¬ 
liminary report over two ques¬ 
tions: whether Gobbel could be 
considered a full-time employee 
while dually employed; and wheth¬ 
er Maryland statutes prohibiting 
municipal employees from receiv¬ 
ing leave or salary retroactively ap¬ 
plies to Greenbelt town employees. 

Although the attorney’s opinion 
made no reference to White’s con¬ 
cern over the two questions, he still 
refused to pass upon the “wisdom” 
of granting pay for the leave au¬ 
thorized by the former council. 

Gobbel’s resignation took effect 
Monday, July 19.

Mayor Thomas Canning, in en¬ 
dorsing Mr. McDonald, said that a 
total of six out of 27 applicants 
had been interviewed, and that 
from those six, final choice had 
rested between three “top notch” 
men. The clincher for McDonald, 
according to Canning, was his as¬ 
sociation with PH A.

Councilman Granahan issued a 
statement to the effect that while 
one of the other three men had 
been his preference, he was certain 
that McDonald would make a 
“good manager” and “live up to the 
expectations of the council majori¬ 
ty.” He added that he would give 
the new town manager the “fullest 
cooperation.” 

McDonald follows in the foot¬ 
steps of Roy S. Braden, who served 
as town-community manager from 
1937 to 1943; and James T. Gob¬ 
bel, town-community manager 
from 1943 to 1946 and town mana¬ 
ger from 1946 until last Monday. 
A resident of Greenbelt, McDonald 
is 53 years old. 

The town council will hold its 
next regular meeting August 15.

Employees and Friends Give 
Gobbel Send-off Dinner 

Town employees and friends of 
former Town Manager James T. 
Gobbel entertained in his honor at 
a picnic dinner last Thursday night 
at the Greenbelt Lake, according to. 
acting Town Manager George Pan- 
agoulis. About 59 people ate fried 
chicken and watched the presenta¬ 
tion to Gobbel of a golf set, com¬ 
plete with clubs and irons. 
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WHY? WHY? WHY? 

Compounding the mistake in judgment made by their prede¬ 
cessors, the town council last Friday night voted four to one to 
give the departing town manager a lump sum payment for ac¬ 
crued leave, including 56 days from the period when he was dually 
employed by the federal and the town governments. 

Many questions still remain unanswered. Why did Mr. Gob- 
bel wait until Friday night to acquaint the council members with 
John White’s preliminary decision, made immediately following the 
council’s request for it? Why did the final decision, read at the 
July 12 council meeting, skip all reference to the “very grave con¬ 
cern’’ Mr. White felt in his preliminary decision as to whether Mr., 
Gobbel was actually a full-time employee of the town at the time 
in question, as to whether he was considered a “municipal em¬ 
ployee” in the Maryland state legislative provision that municipal 
employees cannot receive retroactive pay? Was it because Mr. 
Gobbel didn’t like the sound of it ? Why was there a lapse of near¬ 
ly three months between preliminary and final decision? Why 
were council members not given a copy of the final decision prior 
to the July 12 meeting (supposedly the last meeting before Gob- 
bel’s resignation took effect) ? Was the delay and abrupt presen¬ 
tation planned, so that council would have no time to consider the 
decision and act wisely? 

Mrs. Harrington was the only member to maintain the posi¬ 
tion that the action of the Bauer council in granting the leave in 
the first place was wrong, and should be rescinded. Mr. Granahan, 
however, expressed thte concern that so many others have ex¬ 
pressed, over and over again: that the town solicitor, in direct vio-i 
lation of the Town Charter, was not present to be questioned on, 
his decision. It was with obvious reluctance that Mb. Granahan 
concurred in the majority action giving Mr. Gobbel the $1400 in¬ 
volved. 

The town council has the right to expect the solicitor—whO' 
above all others should be familiar with charter provisions—to ap¬ 
pear at council meetings, as the charter states he shall. His re¬ 
peated non-compliance with this provision, with few exceptions! 
over a period of years, gives them ample right to exercise another 
power vested in council: to fire John White and hire a town solici¬ 
tor who will do his job.
